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GENERAL  INFORMATION 


Location 


Concordia  College,  Conover,  N.  C,  is  owned  and  conducted 
by  the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Missouri,  Ohio, 
and  Other  States.  Its  primary  scope  is  the  classical  prepara- 
tion of  young  men  intending  to  pursue  theological  studies  with 
the  purpose  of  entering  the  ministerial  service  of  the  church. 
Nevertheless,  the  courses  are  so  arranged  as  to  prepare,  directly 
or  indirectly,  for  other  occupations  and  professions.  The  usual 
collegiate  degrees  may  be  acquired,  and  the  various  depart- 
ments are  open  to  students  of  both  sexes.  The  English  Ian- 
guage  is  used  as  the  medium  of  instruction  in  all  subjects  ex- 
cept the  German  language  and  German  literature.  The  Ger- 
man language  and  its  literature  moreover  occupies  a  prominent 
position  in  the  curriculum  and  the  aim  is  to  enable  the  gradu- 
ates profitably  to  follow  and  to  use  the  German  language  in 
their  later  or  Seminary  courses.  The  location  of  the  institu- 
tion at  an  elevation  of  about  1200  feet  in  the  foothills  of  the 
beautiful  and  bracing  mountains  of  Western  North  Carolina 
is  a  very  healthful  one  and  its  accessibility  from  every  direc- 
tion by  means  of  the  Asheville  division  of  the  Southern  Rail- 
road is  most  satisfactory.  Through  trains  from  New  York, 
Philadelphia,  Baltimore,  Washington,  Charlotte,  St.  Louis,  Cin- 
cinnati, Memphis,  New  Orleans,  etc.,  stop  within  five  minutes 
walk  of  the  College.  The  close  proximity  of  a  number  of 
thriving  towns  and  cities  furnishes  sufficient  opportunities  and 
diversions  without  unnecessarily  taxing  the  healthy  and  har- 
monious physical,  mental  and  moral  development  of  the  stu- 
dent.

Buildings,  Grounds  and  Equipment 

The  College  building  occupies  an  elevated  site  within  the 
town  limits.  It  is  a  two  story  frame  building  containing  a 
large  hall  and  the  Library  and  the  Reading  rooms  on  the 
ground  floor,  and  above  there  are  four  lecture  rooms  with  a 
small  laboratory.  The  Dormitory,  situated  on  the  campus,  is 
a  brick  structure  containing  sixteen  rooms,  and  thus  offers  ac- 
commodations for  a  number  of  students.  These  buildings  have 
been  put  into  good  repair.  The  Campus  includes  seven  acres 
of  grove. 

The  class-rooms  are  furnished  with  patent  desks,  maps  for 
ancient  and  modern  geography,  etc.  The  Chemical  and  Physi- 
cal Laboratories  have  been  stocked  at  considerable  expense,  and 
an  annual  appropriation  is  made  for  increasing  the  equipment. 

The  Library  offers  to  the  students  means  for  general  and 
supplementary  reading,  and  for  reference.  Some  standard 
periodicals  are  circulated  among  the  students. 

Control  and  Government 

The  College  is  controlled  by  a  Board  of  Trustees  and  dis- 
cipline is  exercised  by  the  President  of  the  school  and  the 
Faculty.  The  Board  of  Trustees  is  composed  of  members  of 
the  German  Evangelical  Lutheran  Synod  of  Missouri,  Ohio 
and  other  states.  This  discipline  is  mild,  but  no  openly  im- 
moral, idle,  or  disobedient  student  will  be  received  or  retained 
in  the  College. 

The  religious  teaching  in  the  school  is  strictly  in  agreement 
with  the  Confessions  of  the  Lutheran  Church,  and  the  disci- 
pline exercised  is,  therefore,  thoroughly  Christian.  The  course 
in  religion  is  not,  however,  obligatory,  and  those  who,  for  good 
and  sufficient  reasons,  wish  to  be  dispensed  from  all  or  part 
of  this  course,  will  be  made  welcome  and  accorded  every  privi- 
lege enjoyed  by  others. 
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Courses  of  Study 

While  the  abilities  and  opportunities  of  the  individual  stu- 
dent are  not  disregarded,  thorough  work  is  insisted  on  in  all 
courses. 

The  Faculty  of  the  College,  by  and  with  the  consent  of  the 
Board  of  Trustees,  has  the  power  of  conferring  the  degree  of 
Master  of  Arts,  and  the  degrees  and  distinctions  of  less  dignity 
than  Master  of  Arts  which  are  usually  conferred  by  colleges ; 
but  no  degree  will  be  conferred  except  after  honest  and  success- 
ful effort  on  the  part  of  the  candidate.  The  degrees  offered 
are  Bachelor  of  Arts,  Bachelor  of  Philosophy,  Bachelor  of 
Science,  Bachelor  of  Literature,  Bachelor  of  Elementary  Did- 
actics. 

The  following  courses  are  offered : 

I. — The  Ancient  Classical  Course 

This  course  requires  graduation  in : 

English,  Political  Economy, 

Latin,  Mathematics, 

Greek,  Natural  Science, 

German,  Mental  Science, 

French,  Moral  Science. 
History, 

Hebrew  is  obligatory  for  students  who  have  the  ministry 
in  view.  For  others,  Hebrew  is  optional,  and  ladies  may  sub- 
stitute an  approved  equivalent  for  Greek. 

II. — The  Modern  Classical  Course 

This  course  requires  graduation  in : 

English,  Mathematics, 

Latin,  Natural  Science, 

German,  Mental  Science, 

French,  Moral  Science, 

History, 

Elementary  Greek  and  Political  Economy  are  optional.  An 
approved  equivalent  may  be  substituted  for  Higher  Mathe- 
matics. 
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III. — The  Scientific  Course 

This  course  requires  graduation  in : 

English,  Political  Economy, 

Latin,  Natural  Science, 

German,  Mental  Science, 

French,  Moral  Science. 
History, 

Students  may  make  approved  substitution  for  advanced 
Latin. 

The  time  required  to  complete  one  of  these  three  courses, 
beginning  with  Class  A,  is  six  years. 

IV. — The  Normal  Course 

This  course  requires  the  completion  of  course  as  prescribed 
for  Sophomore  Class  in  Ancient  Classical  Course  in : 

English,  Political  Economy, 

German,  Mathematics, 

History,  Natural  Science. 

Also  graduation  in  Elementary  Latin,  Mental  and  Moral 
Science,  Optional  are  Elementary  Greek,  Elementary  French, 
and  Advanced  Natural  Science. 

The  time  required  to  complete  this  course,  from  Class  A, 
is  four  years. 

V. — The  Elective  Course 

In  all  classes  the  sudent  may  outline  his  own  course,  sub- 
ject to  approval.  However,  English  is  obligatory  throughout, 
and  Mathematics  to  the  end  of  the  Sophomore  year.  In  addi- 
tion to  these  obligatory  branches,  the  student  must  elect  enough 
studies  in  his  course  to  give  him  an  aggregate  of  at  least  fifteen 
lessons  a  week. 

These  courses  offer  special  advantages  to  young  ladies  de- 
siring to  qualify  themselves  for  teaching  parochial  schools.

Literary  Societies 

Secret  fraternities  are  not  tolerated.  Membership  in  the 
two  literary  societies  is,  as  a  rule,  obligatory  and  the  students 
are  encouraged  to  look  upon  the  work  done  for  the  meetings  of 
their  respective  society  as  a  part  of  the  curriculum. 


Expenses 

The  school  year  includes  about  ten  months  of  four  weeks 
each  and  ends,  as  a  rule,  about  the  first  of  June. 

The  rates  of  tuition  for  a  month  of  four  weeks  are :

Room  rent  and  fuel  for  Girls  in  private  families,  a  month 1.50 

Board  a  month,  about  10.00 

Fuel  and  light  in  dormitory,  a  month 1.00 

Medical  expenses  are  extra,  but  the  charges  are  low. 

The  fee  for  diploma  in  any  degree  course  is 5.00 


The  rooms  in  the  dormitory  being  unfurnished,  the  student 
should  bring  along  the  necessary  bed-room  and  living-room 
furniture  and  clothing,  or  come  prepared  to  purchase  the  same. 
A  limited  number  of  bedsteads,  chairs,  and  desks  have  accumu- 
lated in  the  dormitory  and  are  at  the  disposal  of  the  first  appli- 
cants.    Books  can  be  bought  from  the  agent  at  the  College  for 
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cash  at  publishers'  rates  and  students  should  make  provision 
for  paying  their  book  bills  promptly. 

No  one  is  allowed  to  enter  school  who  has  one  year's  tui- 
tion or  more  unpaid,  except  by  consent  of  the  Board. 

In  order  to  encourage  the  attendance  of  more  than  one 
student  from  a  family,  the  Board  has  decided  to  offer  special 
inducements  to  such  students  as  follows : 

i.  Whenever  more  than  one  student  from  the  same  family 
attends  school  for  a  full  year  a  reduction  of  one-third  of  the 
tuition  is  made  for  every  student  after  the  first. 

2.  Whenever  more  than  one  student  from  the  same  family 
attends  school  for  less  than  one  school-year,  each  student  after 
the  first  receives  a  reduction  of  one-fourth. 

No  reductions  are  allowed  unless  all  accounts  are  settled  be- 
fore the  beginning  of  a  new  school-year. 

In  estimating  these  reductions,  no  account  can  be  taken  of 
fractions  of  a  month. 

All  students  intending  to  become  ministers  of  the  Gospel 
may  have  free  tuition,  with  the  condition,  however,  that  they, 
or  their  parents,  agree  to  refund  all  tuition  money  in  case  they 
abandon  the  purpose  of  studying  Theology  for  reasons  not 
satisfactory  to  the  College  authorities.  Deserving  boys  study- 
ing for  the  ministry  may  have  the  benefit  of  whatever  moneys 
flow  into  the  Indigent  Students'  treasury.  Such  beneficiaries 
are  expected  to  render  some  equivalent  in  work. 

Children  of  pastors  and  teachers  of  the  Synodical  Confer- 
ence are  admitted  to  all  courses  free  of  tuition  charges. 

Matriculation  and  Promotion 

Applicants  for  Matriculation  will  be  entered  by  examination 
into  any  class  for  which  they  show  themselves  prepared.  A 
common-school  training  is  required  for  entrance  into  Prepara- 
tory A.  Those  who  are  not  known  to  some  member  of  the 
Faculty  must  present  acceptable  testimonials  as  to  character 
and,  when  possible,  also  certificates  from  schools  attended  in 
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the  past.  Those  who  live  at  a  distance  should  write  the  Presi- 
dent of  the  school  for  particular  information  before  appearing 
in  person. 

The  basis  of  promotion  is  the  result  of  the  examinations  at 
the  end  of  the  year,  combined  with  the  term  averages.  Writ- 
ten reports  are  issued  at  the  end  of  every  term  to  show  the 
record  made  by  the  student  in  that  term.

The  school-year  1914-1915  will  begin  September  2nd.  Ap- 
plicants for  admission  should  present  themselves  for  examina- 
tion by  September  1st.

The  aim  of  this  course  is  to  advance  the  student  so  that  he  may 
be  able  to  understand  spoken  German  and  measurably  speak  it  himself. 
For  this  reason,  special  stress  is  laid  on  conversational  drill,  and  the 
German  is  made  the  medium  of  instruction  as  early  as  possible.
